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High School Board Establishes Salary Policy 
Based on Academic Degrees, Years of Service 



Action lost week by Antioch 
Township High School board in sot- 
ting up a definite salary policy and 
schedule to regulate compensation 
of teachers at the school Is regarded 
as a step forward by many. The 
move to stabilize salaries in a defi- 
nite plan has been under consider- 
ation by the board for several 
months and Us adoption Is regarded 
as an important achievement 

Long-range planning of expendi- 
tures is considered by Hie board as 
essential to good administration of 
a school, and without a set pattern 
of salaries to teachers, planning for 
more than one year has been im- 
practical. In past years an annual 
negotiation has taken place in set- 
ting salaries for teachers, and it is 
felt that when the policy goes into 
effect after next fall, that this will 
bo avoided. 

Fred Scott, president of the board, 
said that the new schedule of sal- 
aries is neither 'high, nor low, and 
that salaries compare with those 
paid in schools of the area. He add- 
ed that the board had tried to set 
up a schedule which was more or 
less average. 

In substance, the policy lists a 
salary of $3400 annually for a be- 
ginning teacher holding a B. A. de- 
gree, with Increases of $200 annually 
during the third, fourth and fifth 
year or service. An Increase of $150 
per year would be automatic in fol- 
lowing years, until a total of $4,000 
would be reached after ten years 
of service. Teachers holding a M. 
Ardegree will receive $200 more an- 
nually than those with a B. A. Start- 
ing salary for M. A.'s will start at 
$3600 and have a top limit of $5250 
for the twelfth year of service and 
after. 

Other provision of the policy, 
which Is very complete and com- 
prehensive, take into consideration 
previous teaching experience in 
other schools, allowance for credit 
for military service, and other fac- 
tors which will affect certain cases. 

In addition to the regular scale of 
salaries set forth, the policy makes 
provision for extra compensation for 
duties "connected with the school 
program; . but imot -directly with 
teaching. These include coaching 
duties, supervision' of school plays/ 
the annual yearbook, the newpaper, 
and activities of like nature. . ■ 

Teachers will not be placed under 
contract after having reached the 
age of sixty-five under the new set- 
up, and teachers who receive writ- 
' ten contracts will return them ' to 
the board within thirty days after 
receiving them. A good many other 
provisions of the policy cover spe- 
cial cases, and it is explained that 
the board may award extra com- 
pensation for. teachers on a merit 
basis and that -the policy sets only 
the lower limit on salaries. 

It will be several years before all 
teachers' salaries can be brought 
under the schedule.

Highland Park pool is to be 40 by 
82.5 feet, with the shallow end of 
the pool flaring out to provide 
greater area of shallow water. This 
size pool is considered adequate for 
expected patronage in the commun- 
ity. 

To Seek Expert Help 

Other business at the meeting, 
concerned' possible engagement of 
Chauncey Hyatt, eminent authority 
of pools all over the world. Mr. 
Hyatt has offered to meet with the- 
committee without obligation and 1 
steps are being taken to meet with; 
him at the earliest date. 

Dr. Jensen said that persons who* 
have replied to-' the questionnaire' 
some weeks ago will be furnished 
complete information as' soon as 
plans can be worked out in detail, 
and that persons who wish to help 
with the work of providing Antioch 
community with a; pool are very 
welcome.

Economic Highlights 

There has been so much top-level news of late 
that some highly Important developments have In- 
evitably been obscured. In a very short space of 
time, for instance, such events as the Formosa 
situation, the fall of the Mendes-France government, 
the President's series of messages to Congress, and 
appalling disclosures about the destructive power of 
the H-bomb (have lind to compete for the headlines. 

One of the developments which has been get- 
ting less general attention than it deserves Is in the 
field of labor. For — whatever side one is on in this 
— it seems certain that we are about to witness an 
all-out drive by the unions for gains. and preroga- 
tives of an almost revolutionary nature. 

In a recent column, Doris Flecson dealt with 
some aspects of the pending merger of the AFL and 
CIO. These organizations, she wrote, "decided to 
pool their membership and treasuries for greater 
political - effectiveness -. . . The trade unions of the 
TJnited States will continue to take political action 
on a national scale." . She added that union heads 
feel the White 'House has pretty much put them out 
in the cold, and that they've been getting nowhere 
with their programs and ideas in Congress. 

This explains why the top labor leaders aren't 
going after the Taft-Hartley Act nearly so hard 
as they once did. They don't see much chance of 
getting any material changes made in it at present. 
So they arc centering their big guns on another pel 
hate — the right-to-work laws. These laws which 
have been adopted by 17 states say, in effect, that it 
is illegal to make membership in a union a condi- 
tion of employment. In short, a man can join if he 
chooses or refuse to join if that is his decision, and 
in either case his right to work is guaranteed, a right 
considered by most people as basic under the United 
States Constitution. Union officials were jubilant 
when Secretary of Labor Mitchell came out in oppo 
sition to such laws. But much of the steam went 
out of the jubilation when it became evident that 
Mr. Mitchell was speaking for himself, not the Ad- 
ministration. 



The other current union objective is the so- 
called 'guaranteed annual wage.' According of an 
editorial in Life, the "United Auto Workers have 
made it their No, 1 goal for 1055, have begun piling 
up a $25 million strike fund to enforce it and have 
made open throats to strike If necessary to get it this 
summer when the Ford and GM contracts expire." 
Life goes on to analyze what the guaranteed wage 
Involves, pointing out that It Is primarily a matter 
of cost. "The cost," It says, "of a general GAW 
might bo great enough to drive some marginal en- 
terprises out of business. The end result would be 
to Increase the growing trend toward semimonopoly 
by a few large enterprises. And guaranteeing one 
company's jobs might wipe out an equal number of 
jobs in less successful firms." Government officials 
who have studied the Issue, Life adds, doubt if 
even so huge and rich nn enterprise as GM could 
afford the cost of a plan which would be really 
effective for all workers. 

It isn't likely that the labor leaders expect 

to get all they're demanding. But there Is going to 

be plenty of shooting on the labor-management 

front before long.

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Panama Is Land , 
Of Much Variety, 
Vivid Contrasts 

WASHINGTON — Panama, the 
country thakcn by the assassina- 
tion of Its President, Is a land of 
variety and contrast. 

Culturally Latin, the 20,140- 
squarc mile country Is called tho 
bridge of tho world, bestriding 
o narrow S-shapcd Isthmus that 
connects North and Central Amer- 
ica with South America. Tho 10- 
mlle-wtdc Panama Canal Zona di- 
vides the republic Itself Into two 
parts. 

Spanish Is the official language 
and architecture, dress and cus- 
toms bear colorful witness to the 
nation's Hispanic past. 

The Panama Canal Zone covers 
a 552-square mile strip under per- 
petual lease to the United States. 
It ti North American In 'character. 
The United States acts as employ- 
er, landlord, doctor, butcher, bak- 
er, hotel-keeper, recreational di- 
rector and laundrymon. 

Panama stands as the youngest 
American republic— some of Us 
territory is unexplored. Yet It 
was the site of the first Spanish 
colony on the mainland • of tho 
New World. 

In 1502, Columbus explored the 
Caribbean coast of Panama and 
established a colony at Portobclo. 
Spain maintained Jurisdiction until 
1621, when Panama became a part 
of the independent Gran Colom- 
bia federation. The little nation 
did not gain full Independence un- 
til 1003. 



Survey Indicates 
•Men Weakest Sex, 

CHICAGO — Here wo go again, 
men. 

A nationwide survey released 
recently shows that more men are 
hospitalized than women, so who's, 
tho weaker sex? 

This Is true despite the fact 
that one-sixth «ot all persons ad- 
mitted to hospitals in one year 
were pregnant women. 

A survey by the Bureau of Medi- 
cal Economic Research showed 
that on one day in . 1053 there 
were 1,200,502 persons In 0,530 of 
the nation's 6,840 ■ registered hos- 
pitals. This included 042,150 men 
and 564,426 women— or 77,720 more 
men than women. 

And, fellows, Frank G. Dickin- 
son, director of the bureau, says 
the higher hospitalization rates of 
males "strongly Implies that they 
are the sicklier and more hospi- 
talized sex." However, the survey 

<ave no definite reason for the 
excess, 

A breakdown of the totals 
showed that '.even In the child- 
bearing years of life, between 15 
and 44, men exceeded women In 
hospitals by 13,000. At ages 45-64 
the excess was over 51,000, but 
after 65 It dropped to 2,000. 



Boy Collects for 
Offer Made in 1886 

CHICAGO— A ^fu3kegon (Mich.) 
boy, David Pyle, 0, came to Chi- 
cago recently to collect a one-dol- 
lar reward for finding In Lake 
Michigan a bottle which had 
bobbed in its waters for nearly 
70 years. 

Back In 1886, the Chicago Drain- 
age and Water Supply System 
used bottles, tossed into tho lake 
and containing post cards, to 
trace the lake's currents. Find- 
ers of the corked bottles were 
asked to mall back the post cards, 
thus giving city officials a clue to 
the currents. Finders were prom- 
ised a dollar reward. 

Although David's find was mony 
years late— the offer expired Jan- 
uary 1, 1807— City officials de- 
cided to reward him. They in- 
vited the boy and his parents, 
Don and Jean Pyle, for the pres- 
entation.

1031, Depression, wartime ma- 
terials scarcities and the demands 
of other Catholic building pro- 
grams delayed work on the upper 
church. 

The shrine's 77,550 square-foot 
area will rank It among the larg- 
est religious edifices In the world. 
In the United States, It will be 
surpassed only by New York's 
Protestant Episcopal Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine with 109,032 
square feet. The shrine will cover 
2,500 more square feet than Wash- 
ington's Protestant Episcopal Ca- 
thedral, now abuilding. 

Churches with considerably 
greater floor space than the shrine 
include the domed Renaissance 
Cathedral of St. Peter's in Rome, 
the world's largest place of wor- 
ship, and the many pinnacled 
Gothic Cathedrals of Seville, Mi- 
lan and Liverpool. 

Unlike the medieval cathedrals, 
which required centuries of work, 
the shrine's superstructure Is ex- 
pected to be completed in Ave 
years. But as in the case of age- 
old edifices of Europe, Washing- 
ton's shrine will be built entirely 
of masonry, with no steel beams. 

The lofty limestone structure, 
accommodating 0,000 worshippers, 
will be cruciform In floor plan, 
Byzantine-Romanesque in style. 
The facade will display statues 
of Church figures especially con- 
nected with devotions to the Virgin 
Mary. * 



Women Job-Seekers 
Want Pension Base 

MINNEAPOLIS — Attracted by 
the bargains 1054 ofTercd in So- 
cial Security, middleagcd and 
elderly women are beginning to 
enter the employment market 
seeking to establish a federal pen- 
sion base. So reports the family 
economics bureau of a national 
life Insurance company which has 
made a survey of public and pri- 
vate employment agencies. 

Generally rather difficult to 
place because of their age, many 

of the women want only part-time 
work, for a long enough period to 
qualify. This can be as little as 
one and a half years under cur- 
rent Social Security requirements. 
Some of the women have husbands 
already qualified under Social Se- 
curity, but arc desirous of having 
two separate retirement incomes 
instead of one and a half times 
the husbands Social Security pen- 
sion as provided for a couple 
'where only the husband is quali- 
fied. 

The new trend is most notice, 
able in eastern, central and mid- 
western cities, the survey finds, 
where a majority of the employ- 
ment agencies reporting In the 
survey have observed it to some 
degree.

LONDON — Nobody has a corner 
on juvenile problems, it seems. 

Radio Moscow recently urged 
the home folks to keep cigarettes 
out of the hands of kiddies. 

In a program beamed to cen- 
tral Asia and picked up here in 
London, a speaker said: 

"Russian children often spend 
their luncheon money on a ciga- 
rette, which they smoke in secret 
and therefore in a hurry. 

"One should convince children 
that smoke is bad for them. Di- 
rect prohibition will not help. The 
example set by parents Is most 
important. Engaging In sport is a 
good antidote. After all, good ath- 
letes do not smoke."

Standard of tho Highway 
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Space Platform . 
Would Cripple 
Defense Efforts 

ANN AHBOR, Michigan-A Uni- 
versity of Michigan guided missile 
expert has warned that proposed 
plans to establish a "space plat- 
form" 1,000 miles above the earth 
would cripple the national defense 
effort. 

During a radio Interview, Prof. 
Harry H. Goode, director of the 
University's Willow Run Research 
Center, cautioned against an all- 
out program to build, the man- 
made satellite. He underscored 
the "staggering cost" In dollars 
and scientific manpower required 
for the project, now being advo- 
cated by space travel proponents. 

The technical problems involved 
can -be solved, he said, but In on 
all-out effort this would be only 
at the expense of about four bil- 
lion dollars a year for ten to IS 
years. 

Space platform backers feel the 
satellite would serve as an ob- 
servation post over the entire 
world and as the essential jump* 
ing-off place for interplanetary 
Journeys. At an altitude of 1,000 
miles, the "man-made moon" 
would circle the earth at about 
10,000 miles per hour.' It would 
coast in the frlctlonless air con- 
tinuously held from flying off Into 
space by the pull of the earth's 
gravity. . 

Professor Goode said develop- 
ment of the Platform would call 
for the efforts of between 4,000 
and 40,000 persons, half of them 
highly-skilled technicians needed 
In present defense work. 

This demand for experts from 
such fields as electronics, guided 
missiles, nuclear research, in- 
frared spectrometry, optics and 
many others would drain the na- 
tion of scientific ability, he warned. 

"The satellite Is possible," he 
said. "But personally I don't 
think we wont to run the risk- 
as a nation In a hostile world—' 
of falling behind In the vital fields 
of nuclear weapons, aircraft and 
missile development."

Vienna newspapers sold the 
printing shop received . on order 
last year for the stamps from a 
man who declared himself as a 
representative of the state of 
"Moluka Sclaton.** 

The state supposedly was to 
comprise the two Indonesian Is- 
lands of Ambolna and Coram, 
said to be planning to split off 
from the Indonesian Republic, 

The newspapers said Austria 
printed and delivered to the "rep- 
resentative" In New York about 
45 sets of the stamps, mostly 
showing equatorial flora and 
fuana.

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Question Relics 
Left in America 
By Norse Settlers 

WASHINOTON-AU the occumu- 
latlng evidence of Norse ictllcrs 
In North America before Colum- 
bus is highly questionable, says 
Dr. Johannes Bronstcd, director 
of the Danish National Museum at 
Copenhagen. 

The Icelandic sagas leave no 
doubt, ho says, that several Vik- 
ing expeditions from Oroenland 
landed on the Atlantic coast, and 
it Is not Improbable that some 
.settled there or wondered away 
among the Indians. But they left 
very doubtful physical evidence, 
If any. All cITorts to determine 
'the sites of Vlnland, Markland, 
etc., mentioned in the sages from 
hints In the texts have proved 
fruitless. 

Three major bits of evidence 
have been presented. First Is the 
so-called Bcardmore And— a rusted 
fragment of an Iron sword and 
two other iron objects found near 
Toronto and now In the Royal On- 
tario Museum, These are genu- 
ine Viking objects but the ques- 
tion is how they happened to be 
where they were discovered 'In 
1030. 

Second Is the Newport Tower, ' 
picturesque ruin of a small cylin- 
drical stone tower near Newport, 
H. I. It has the appearance of a 
medieval structure and has been 
studied over and over again. 

Third Is the so-called Kensing- 
ton Stone, o stone slab found near 
Kensington, Minn., which bears a 
lengthy runic description, alleged- 
ly telling the fate of a party of 
Norse explorers expecting destruc- 
tion from hostile Indians. It bears 
the date "1382." 

The question of possible "fraud" 
where the sword and stone are 
concerned make their value doubt- 
ful, says Dr. Bronstcd.

NEW YORK— There were fewer 
marriages In the United States 
during 1054 says the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, [which 
reports 1,484,000 knots tied dur- 
ing the year, about 60,000 fewer 
than in 1053. 

The marriage rate for 1054 was 
0.1 per 1,000 population (Including 
the Armed Forces overseas), a de- 
cline of six per cent from the 0.7 
rate for 1053, and the lowest point 
In two decades.
